Hand, a gift of a public library and a 
lot for the same. 
Judge Simes ex- 


plained that 'Miss Rand had originally 
planned to erect the building and pre- 


sent it with a lot to the town, but had 
decided that she would ipresent the 
lot, which is at Rye Centre directly 
across 
from 
.the 
Congregational 


church, and to allow the town to select 
their own plans. 
The library was 


given InJ,he memory of the Rand fam- 
ily, and will be known as the Rand 
library. 


At the suggestion of Judge Simes, 


the town voted to authorize the pub- 
lic: library trustees to go ahead and 
get out plans and bids and to submit 
them to Judge -Sunes for his approval; 
and to start the work on. the building 
at" once. 
Judge Simes explained In 


answer to an inquiry, that it was 'Miss 
Rand's wish that the library be erec- 
ted at once and he offered to turn over 
the first shovel full of earth at once.

the library, is a woman 82 years of 
age, and has been a life-long resident 
of that town' as, well as her parents 
and grandparents before/her.

as illogical to allow nations to make war, or classes of industrial or 
social Interests to appeal lo force, whether physical or economic? Ho 
bus u poor caar, surely, who Is unwilling to submit It to arbitration. 
Tim Injured party is usually anxious for a referee. 


He who arrogantly asserts that "There is nothing to arbitrate," 


simply means that be is confident-of power to enforce his own inter- 
ests as against those of tlio other party. The oppressor always, like 
the slave master before the Civil war, "Only asks to be let alone." 
It is the business of the Christian to see that tyranny never is "let 
alone." 


There are four considerations in favor of arbitration: First, its 


need. There is always "something to arbitrate" so long as your fel- 
lowmen suffer and are in want, so long as a'few may rise at the ex- 
pense of their neighbors, so long as there is an "upper JO," and a 
lower 10,000,000, so long as oppression and unequal opportunity drag 
men down into poverty. There is always "something to arbitrate" 
when the standard of living among less fortunate peoples is made 
necessary in free America. There is always "something to arbitrate" 
when a man who is willing to work cannot find a chance to earn his 
living. .The second, need-for arbitration is .that conflicting, parties, 
each insistent on.gaining a'selflsh end,;cannot be trusted-to settle- 
their own disputes. Even if equal power may force mutual conces- 
sion, the condition is one of war and not of peace, and cannot be tol- 
erated in Christian society. The third need comes from the, fact that 
public" sentiment cannot become sufficiently enlightened as to the ex- 
act facts of any .dispute to make a'fair judgment possible for society 
as a whole. In the fourth'place, public sentiment, even in the light 
of admitted facts, can be swayed by prejudice or passion too easily to 
be a safe guide.

Teaching Gunnery at Washington 
In the interests of greater efficiency 


it has been found advisable to divide 
the seaman gunner's class into two 
sections. 
One of these is established 


at the Washington -navy yard. 
The 


course tlxero includes guns, mounts 
and turrets. The other class is estab- 
lished at Newport, R. I., and is de- 
voted to instruction in torpedoes and 
mines. 


It was found to he Impracticable in 


tho six months' course to more than 
adequately cover the subjects pertain- 
ing to 
guns, 
mounts, turrets and 


sights taught at the Washington yard. 
The increasing complexity of. torpedo 
installations and the use of the torpe- 
do, together with instructions in re- 
gard to the operations of mines, made 
a certain degree of specialization nec- 
essary. Under the revised plan, the 
course at the Washington yard is six 
months, and that at the'Newport tor- 
podo station eight months. 


Diving is taught both classes and 


the graduates are detailed to ships for 
duty either with the general battery 
or with torpedo or mine installation. 
A number of machinist's mates have 
also been detailed to take the New- 
port course. 
In that way they be- 


come familiar with repairs to torpe- 
does and mines and will bo of great 
assistance on vessels carrying those 
weapons. 
The bureau of navigation, 


navy department, desires to detail ma- 
chinist's 'mates to instruction at the 
Washington yard and will do so when- 
ever possible. 


During the past year 238 seaman 


gunners were in attendance 
at 
the 


classes ,of which number 100 complet- 
ed the course . At the latest report, fil 
men remained under instruction, 5 at 
the Washington yard and 50 at New- 
port.
